It was then 9 
o'clock in the morning. of July 2, 18538. In. 

aham ordered his crew to move the St. 
souls alongside the Hussar. The latter’s 
captain asked Ingraham what he meant 
be such conduct. He was told that it was 
the determination of the United States ‘to 
have Kostza. The Austrian replied that 
Kostza was a deserter from the Austrian 
Army and that he must be punished as 
euch. “The United States protect their 
citizens everywhere,’’ said Ingraham, “‘and 
Kostza is an American citizen. If he jis 
not delivered to me by 11 o’clock, I will 
send the Hussar to the bottom of the 
harbor ’’ 

The decks of The St. Louis were cleared 
for action and the matches for firtng the 
cannon were prepared. At 10:55 the Austrian 
weakened, and sent a boat with Kostza 
to the American ship to await 
the settlement of the controversy by the 
State departments of the United States and 
Austria. This satisfied I m. . After 
a long diplomatic correspondence the case 
was decided in favor of this country, and 
the rights of the American citizen were vin- 
dicated. A medal was given by Congress 
to Capt. a in ee of his ser- 
vices, and e St. Louls ‘ame the most 
famous ship in the American navy. 

But when the building of the giant ar- 
mored ships began The St. Louls became 
obsolete. It was too small and too poorly 
protected from the enemy’s shot to be pitted 
against the modern battleship. It was 
withdrawn from active service and sent to

—ABIG PRAIRIE. FIRE 


Nebraska Farming Section Fifty Miles 
Long by Thirty Wide Burned Over.

O'NEILL, Neb., March 21.—A very disas- 


trous prairie fire is raging in this section 
of the State. From Chain Lake south a 
distance of 50 miles by 30 miles wide, every- 
thing has been destroyed except a few ranch 
homes, which were protected by fire breaks. 
The heat has been sufficient in many cases 
to sere and render worthless immense fields 
of winter wheat half a mile removed from 
the acene. No lives have been lost, as the 
flames were not fanned by a very strong 


wind, and it was easy for settlers to avoid 
the fire’s tracks, Dozens of families were 
forced to leave their homes and fly for 
safety, with nothing but the ciothes on 
their backs. Mosers, Hurley, Hardy, Emily, 
George Leonard and many other ranchers’ 
Places were destroyed by the flames. 

As the fire is working slowly toward 
Cedar Creek it is thought its force wil] 
be spenc there and die out. he flames 
cover such @ great stretch of country that 
practically nothing can be done to stop its 
advance.

NO WORD OF EXPLANATION. 


SEEN TO ENTER THE BUILDING

MYSTERY OF THE AFFAIR GROWS 


Detectives Searched the Lady’s Apart- 
ments, Ostensibly for Jewelry, 
but Took Away Only Her 
Private Correspondence. 


More mysteriously than they were taken, 
a part’of the batch of letters and manu- 
script obtained from Mme. Palma’s apart- 
ments at 3906 West Belle place was re- 
turned to her, Monday morning. 

They were wrapped in a newspaper and 
inclosed in a pasteboard box, in which, ac- 
cording to the label thereon, rock candy 
had once been kept. here was no writing 
on the box, except tne figures 10, 14, and 
9%. It ie not probable that this has any 
bearing in the matter. 

The box was left in the wide hall in: front 
.of the entrance to Mme. Palma’s office. She 
heard footsteps at 6 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing and rousing her secretary, found the 
box of letters. 

A friend of Mme. Palma, who is connected 
with the West End Hotel, saw a stranger 
enter the place, just across the street from 


the hotel. The man was tall, with blonde 
hair and mustache. He left a few minutes 
later minus the bundle he carried and at 
Vandeventer avenue he boarded a north- 
bound Lindell Raliway car.

of Detective Joyce of the Fourth District, 
who, with Detective Bambrick of the 
Seventh District, armed with a search 
warrant, entered the ladies’ private apart- 
ments Saturday night and took the letters 
from a desk, after prying open the drawers. 

Without any ceremony they pushed open 
the hall door and with complete xnowl- 
edge of the location of the room, knocked 
lightly at the lady’s bed chamber. 

She was alone and supposed that it was 
her. secretary returning. The men said 
that They’ twere officers_and displayed what 
they purported to be a search warrant. 
Mme. Palma was permitted to glance at it, 
but not ange ay gg 4 to satisfy herself. 

‘The men said that a gold hunting case 
watch, a diamond bar pin, an opal ring, 
and other articles, ‘alleged to be the property 
of a Miss Jones, were missing and that the 
dignified lady was supposed to be in. pos- 
session of them.

“I thought of robbers and came 
very near reaching for a little black revol- 
ver that I have in a bureau drawer.

DEATH LIST MAY REACH 25. 


OVER 300 MEN WERE IN THE 
BUILDING WHEN THE FIRE 
BROKE OUT. 


SURVIVORS ARE NEARLY NAKED. 


They Left Their Clothes Behind and 
Numbers of Them Were Forced to 
Jump From Upper Floors, 
Some to Death. 


BUTTE, Mont., March 21.—The Hale 
House, a three-story building used as a 
boarding’ and lodging house for men in 
the employ of the Anaconda copper mine, 
was entirely destroyed by fire to-day. The 
building was on East Broadway. When 
the fire broke out, shorthy after 3 o'clock, 
there were 300 men in it. Of these many 
are now in the hospitals and others, who 
escaped almost without clothes, are scat- 
tered all over town, 

Tintil the safe, now buried in the cellar 
under tons of debris, is removed and the 
books examined and a roll called, it will 
mot be known how many perished. The 
estimates of the dead, which now run up 
to 25, may be cut down as the men report 
for duty or to the police. 

Following is a partial list of dead and 
injured: 

Matt Doyle, who was injured by jumping, 
died at 10 o’clock in the Sisters’ Hospital. 

Frank Rhodes, also injured by jumping, 
is dying. 

John T. Carter, burned about the head 
and neck. 4 

Mike Judge, right arm broken at the 
wrist. He jumped from the third story of 
the hotel. 

John Dugen was taken to the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital\in an unconscious condition and is 
probably suffering from contusion of the 
brain. His head is crushed and he is other- 
wise hurt about the body. He jumped from 
the third story. 

Newt Gallagher had his back sprained by 
jumping from the second floor. 

‘Tim Ryan, a miner in the Mountain Con- 
solidated, had his leg broken by falling from 
the fire escape at the second story. 

Hugh Boyle had his left leg broken. 

Patrick Gilliman, badly burned about the 
body and hands. 

The loss on the hotel will amount to 
$30,000. The individnd] losses of the men 
will amount to considerabi, 

It is known that 60 did not show up at the 
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mines this morning, though many of these 
doubtless are with friends, recovering from | 
their fright. | 

The fire started in the basement and was 
soon beyond control. The halls were filled 
with smoke, and it was impossible for’ 
many to have escaped that way. The 
fire escapes were mostly in the rear of the 7 
buildings, and these were used by the men 
who could reach them. 

Those in front, however, crowded to the 
windows. Many of these were taken out 
by means of ladders put up by the firemen. 
Others jumped and were more or less in- | 
jured. As fast as the men reached the | 
ground the injured were taken to the hos- | 
pitals or to the house of friends. 

Others who were not injured rushed at 
once for shelter. The air was bitterly cold.

Although Thomasctheutz has repeatedly 
threatened to commit suicide, it is beWMevel 
that he much prefers to escape from jail 
and take chances on being cun, down.

The finding of a coat, shoes and old cap

and signed “Aug. L. Smidt,” are the par- 


ticulars cf the mystery. , 
Added to this is the activity of the 


parkeeper, Herman Von Ahnen, and of his 
assistants, Anton Kasshauer ana K, Sum- 
ner, in their investigation. 

The lack of necessary tools—drag nets, 
iron hooks, etc.—makes it impossible to tell 
whether or not a body is ih the water. Grass 
rakes have been used, and six or seven feet 
of the shore water ‘has- been carefully 
dragged. 

But the lake is a half block in width, and 
it ts impossible to tell what the center con- 
ceals. The men are further handicapped 
by the absence of the lake skiffs, ich 
are now undergoing repairs for the coming 
season. 

Mr. Von Ahnen has received word from 
the police department that the ard = 
matter as a hoax or possibly the doings o 
some one who hag an object in pretending 
to be dead. 

The coat and cap found are too well worn 
and musty looking to have beep in recent 
use, they claim, 

But there are footprints in the loose 
earth, on the steep bank, that correspond to 
the shoes in shape and size. The footprints 
lead down to the spot where the articles 
were found—about four feet from the water. 

The lake is shallow at that point, and it 
would have been necessary, if he did com- 
mit suicide, for him to have waded out to 
the center, where the water is about three 
feet deep.

CIRCULAR TO ALL TEACHERS. 


THEIR VIEWS AS TO THE MERITS 
OF BOOKS NOW IN USE 
ARE ASKED. 


IT WOULD PROVE EXPENSIVE. 


Arithmetics Will Probably Be Con- 
demned, but Opinions Have Not 
Been Expressed Concern- 
ing Others. 


Teachers in the publio schools are in re- 


ceipt of a circular letter from Superinten- 
Gent Soldan, asking them to report to him 
whether they are eatisied with the text- 
books now in use and, if they deem a 
change in any of them would be beneficial, 
to state their reasong in the form of ob- 
jections. 

The five year contract. for the existing 
aystem of school books will expire the ist 
of June. In view of that fact the Board 
has directed the Superintendent to pre- 
pare, as soon as possible, a complete report 


wpon the merits and demerits of the text 
books now in use, and in order that he may 
have the benefit of the practical experience 
of all the teachers he has asked them to 
state their views on the subject. 

It is manifest from the start that an ef- 
fort will be made to change the arith- 
metics. 

During the past two years some of the 
teachers have publicly declared themselves 
on this point, but on other text books they 
have been less pronounced. 

The cost of changing text books Is great, 
and the taxpayers and school patrons us- 
ually object to it. At the last session of the 
Board the Supply Commissioner made a 
statement through Director Schroers, show- 
ing the number of text books, contract 
price and amount in dollars and cents, act- 
ually used during the scholastic year ending 
June, 1897. When it is remembered that 
this statement covers the fourth year of 
the contract, some idea of the great ex- 


pense is obtained. It is as follows:

HE REVIEWS THE TESTIMONY. 


Decides That the Verdict for the News- 
paper Was Fair and Will Not 
Interfere With the 

_ Jury’s Finding.

Judge Selden P. Spencer of Division No. 
7 of the Circuit Court handed down a writ- 
ten opinion Monday on the rights of news- 
papers to plead in justification in libel suits 
that the articles sued on were true. 

The point came up in @ motion in the 
case of Charlies B. Stark vs. Publishers 
George Knapp & Co., in which Stark sued 
for damages on account of articles pub- 
lished. ‘The defense was that what was 
published was true. In one part of his 
opinion Judge Spencer says: 

“If the eubstance of the publication in 
its full and fair meaning is alleged and 
proved to. be true the justification is com- 
P the opinion in full, as rendered by Judge 
Spencer, as follows: a ae 
Mowe: mye tostene hag B- trial that 


rti 
en Pwlea, of, justification was not as broad 
as the charge that therefore ft was 


insufficient as ae plea of justification and 

at no evidence to establish the truth of 
the ublication ought to have been re- 
ceived. 

“Plaintiff argues this for the first time 
at the trial, no motion to correct the al- 
leged insufficiency was filed. The answer 
to the amended petition was not in any way 
attacked until the very moment of trial and 
after the introduction of evidence had com- 
menced. It is true that the same answer 
had been originally filed to the original pe~ 
tition and a motion to strike out parts of 
that answer was filed, but laintiff ac- 
knowledges in his brief that it was sub- 
mitted without argument and that plain- 
tiffs learned counsel did not give the court 
the benefit of his opinion thereon. 

The practice of raising objections to the 
sufficiency of pleadings for the first time at 
the trial is unfair to the trial court and 
ought not to be encouraged. 

It is true the plea of justification must 
be as broad as the charge, Ll. e., that if de- 
fendant desires to panes in justification he 
must plead the truth of the matter as pub- 
lished, together with all fair and reason- 
able innuendoes alleged in the petition. 

“If A calls B a thief it is not a good 
plea in justification for A to say, ‘It is true 
B is a thief.’ But if A writes of B that ‘B 
at 10 p. m. broken open a door at No, —— 
Broadway and secretly entered and took 
away a diamond ring belonging to C with 
the intent to steal it.’ then it is a good 
eo in justification for A to say, ‘What 

published of B is true.’ { 

‘A plea in justification need onl? allege 
the truth of the substance of the puwblica- 
tion—explained by any fair innuendo. A 
defendant may justify the uDlication 
without the innuendoes, if the innuendoes 
are unfair. 

“In the case at bar, the publication taken 
in its entirety was in substance as full 
and intelligfble without the innuendoes as 
it was with them, and the publication was 
specific enough to warrant the plea of jus- 
tification as made, that ‘the matter and 
things in the said article complained of 
are true.’ 

*‘Mere verbal amplification of a publica- 
tion is but surplusage, Innuendoes which are 
unnecessary may be disregarded. (Hudson 
vs. Garner, 22 Mo.) 

“The jury was required to find and be- 
lieve that the statements as made of and 
concerning the plaintiff were true, giving 
to them their natural meaning before they 
could find for the defendant as to the 
truth of the publication. 

“Every comment upon facts does not re- 
quire justification. Such comments may 
~— mere shadows of the previous imputa- 

on.”* 

“If the substance of the publication in its 
full and fair meaning is alleged and proved 
to be true the justification is complete. 

“Under these views of the law the court 
ought not to interfere with the verdict of 
the jury.’’
